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DE PALM A ENTERS 


500-MILE RACE 


Veteran Driver Is Second 


To List His Name As 


Title Contender. 


Hopes To Win Again, Al- 


though No Driver Has 


Yet Won Twice. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 16.— Ralph DePal- 


ma, international star and one of Amer- 
ica's favorite race drivers, is the second 
to enter the Ninth annual 500-mre in- 
ternational sweepstakes of the Iiulhn- 
apolis motor speedway, May 30. Eddie 
Hearne the last of the millionaires and 
who has met DePalma in many a speed 
battle on road, track and hill, is the 
only one to precede Ralph in entering. 


I-n filing the entry DePalma has not 


named the car he will drive, but it is 
generally believed that this will be a 
Ballot from the Paris factory. DePalma 
has 
been driving the "eight-inane" 
speedster for two years and will start 
the championship season at Los Angeles 
on Washington's Birthday, at the wheel 
of the French car. He has also been 
selected by Earnest Ballot to cap ain his 
team of four cars in the French Grand 
PrlJsin July. 
DePalma gained favor of the speed 
fans in 1912 by defeat rather than vic- 
tory". 
The Italian-American drove a 


Mercedes in the 500 nine years ago For 
495 miles he .showed the way to all the 
American and 'foreign cars and drivers, 
only to have victory slip from his grasp 
and see $20,000 vanish, with two la^s 
of the brick course to go. His "dago 
luck" as h# chose to designate- his mis- 
fortune made him the favorite of almost 
every fan. 
Three years later he set a track rec- 
ord and won the Indianapolis classic, 
after an almost seven hour battle with 
Dario Refeta and his fleet Peugeot. This 
time DePalma again drove a Mercedes. 
While Ralph 'had perhaps five miles an 
hour less under the hood of his car he 
out gamed Resta in driving and attained 
the ambition of every race driver— a 
500-mile victory. Incidentally, no driver 
has ever twice won this event. 
DePalma, in making his entry has 
advised T. E. Myers, secretary-general 
manager of the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway company, that he hopes to be 
the first to hang two five-century vic- 
tories, although he is not egotistical 
enough to state that he will win the 
event, which last year carried a total 
cash award of about $100,000. 
Ill luck, last May was aH theat pre- 
vented DePalma from being the first to 
win a pair of Indianapolis raced. The 
eame was true in 1919 wtoen he set the 
pace for the first half of the race. Al- 
though 
DePalma has won countless 
races, the fans admire him more for his 
sportsmanlike attitude nine years ago 
when victory was turned • into ' defeat, 
because iron and steel could not stand 
thejstrain of the speed test on the brick 
oval for another foul- minutes.

S p e a k e r At Automobile 


Meeting Says Auto Pro- 
duction This Year Will 
Be Largest In History of 
Industry." 


«The automobile industry is sick, but 


{t has "not reached the stage where oxy- 
gen is required to sustain it. -Despite 
the.depression of the last few months, 
there will be more motor vehicles pro- 
duced during 1920 than in any ye^r in 
the history of the automobile industry. 
This is the way Alfred Ileeves, general 
manager of the National Automobile 
Chamber of 
Commerce, 
summed up 
condUions in the automobile industry 
at a luncheon meeting of the Automo- 
bile, Beaters' 
Association, 
Inc., New 


York, recently. 
liorace DeLisser, 
chairman of the 


board of the Ajax 
Rubber Company, 
Inc., was the other speaker at the meet- 
ing. 
DeLisser briefly predicted future 
developments in the tire business,. He 
declared that by May 1 there will be 
such a' severe shortage of tires that 
many ears will have to be placed out 
of service because of the lack of tire 
equipment. 
In leading up to this state- 


ment, DeLisser estimated that there are 
from 8,000,000 to 9,000,000 tires in stock 
at present. He said that 4,000,000 tires 
have been produced each month, while 
now the industry is working on a 25 
per cent .basis, 
or 
producing 
about 


1,00,000 tires a month. 
This would indicate, he pointed out, 
that by March 1. there would be 12.000,- 
000 tires on hand, in the dealers' stocks. 
and at the factories, if none were put 
into service meanwhile. It is conserva- 
tive to estimate, however, that each of 
the 8,000,000 vehicles registered in the 
country will be equipped with at least 
one new tire during the next four 
months. 
Such being the c-ise there 


would be -only a, supply of 4,000,000 tires 
to equip 8^)00,000 vehicles on March 1. 
"Under these circumstances. 
DeLisser 


said that therf wouW be a shortage of 
tires, on May*' 1 that would force the 
laying up of many cars. 
In line with the statements previously 


made by Ileeves, DeLisser declared that 
the tire industry was only experiencing 
a temporary 
depression. A 
strike 
against buying has been declared by 
the public but soon the point must be 
reached where the public will again buy. 
The industry is not dead, the Ajax ex- 
ecutive said, but, to Ufee a theatrical ex- 
pression, only "resting." 


Talking of conditions in the motor 
vehicle manufacturing industry, Reeves 
stated that the factories ore now pro- 
ducing 50 per cent fewer vehicles than 
last December and 30 iier cent less than 
last November. But the production for 
the year will be greater than ever. He 
told the dealers that 
there 
are now 


8.000,000 motor vehicles registered in 
the country, 10 per cent of which are 
trucks. 
Of these cars two and a half 


million are operated by farmers and 
100,000 are owned by physicians. Nine- 
ty per cent of the cars in the county 
are used for business purposes. Quoting 
J. N. Gunn, president of the United 
.States Tire company. Reeves stated that 
55 per cent of the car registrations are 
from loc.aJiUes.jof, .5.00(1.oj 
tion-.
